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Fire lieutenant 
faces demotion 


A Wilmington fire lieutenant has 
been charged with failure to 
respond to a call for help on the 
night that School Committeeman 
Michell Spiris died. 

Lt. Joseph Lundergan faces 
demotion to private. A hearing has 
been scheduled for June 8. He is 
charged with failure to respond to a 
call, and failure to comply with fire 
department procedures, 

A second hearing has been set for 
June 9, in the case of a firefighter 
who refused to take a lie detector 
test in the investigation of the case. 

The incident in question took 
place on January 17, when Spiris 
suffered a fatal heart attack. Lt. 
Lundergan was in charge of the 
shift that night. 

At the time the call came in from 

. Spiris, the ambulance was on a 
mutual aid call to Tewksbury. The 
North Reading ambulance had just 
been called for a woman near 
Silver Lake, 

When the call came from Mrs. 
Spiris, the Reading ambulance was 
called, and instructed to report to 
the Wilmington fire station. From 
there, two Wilmington firefighters 
escorted the ambulance to the Spiris 
home in Hathaway Acres, 


After instructing the firefighters 
to accompany the Reading ambu- 
lance, Lundergan reportedly: re- 
tured to the squad room. The two 
firefighters sent on the call did not 
hold EMT (Emergency Medical 
Technician) cards. Lundergan has a 
card, 

By the time emergency personnel 
reached Spiris, it was 13 minutes 
after the call. Efforts to revive him 
were not successful. 

In heart attack cases, it is some- 
times possible to revive a patient if 
treatment is started within six or 
seven minutes. 

Firefighter Robert Andersen, 
who was acting as dispatcher that 
night, faces a 30-day suspension on 
charges which stem from the 
investigation of the Lundergan 
case. 

Andersen is charged with failing 
to take a lie detector test and with 
failing to meet with town counsel, 
in defiance of orders issued by 
Chief Daniel Wandell. 

Lundergan has said that he told 
Andersen to call the police at the 
time of the Spiris call, Andersen 
refutes this, but refused a lie 
detector test. 


Tigheplans condos 
on Chisholm property

A 300-to-400-unit condominium 
complex is proposed for 38 acres 
behind the Chisholm mink farm on 
Hopkins Street. The property 
bordering the Shawsheen River was 
purchased two weeks ago by 
builder Jay Tighe (Chestnut 
Builders) and partners. 

Last year, voters defeated an 
article to rezone the same parcel 
from R60 to R20 zoning for single 
family homes.

Tighe said he hopes to hook into 
the town sewer system, even though 
sewer commissioners said a few 
years ago they have no immediate 
plans to sewer that part of town.

Tighe plans to meet with 
commissioners this Thursday at 
their regularily scheduled meeting 
to discuss the issue. He said he is 
also looking at two roads to access 
the property. 

He is scheduled to meet with the 
planning board on Tuesday, May 
26. 


Forty-eight abutters were noti- 
fied last week of Tighe's recent 
purchase. In that letter, Tighe said 
he would meet with abutters at the 
end of June. 

According to Tighe, he has 
retained the services of attorney 
Carol Rolf of Amherst, New 
Hampshire and the engineering 
firm of Robert Anderson Inc. to 
help with the project.

Sixty teachers to be transferred

According to informed sources, 
close to 60 teachers are being 
transferred within the Wilmington 
School System. Though Wilming- 
ton faculty were prepared for some 
movement within the system with 
the 6-7-8 reorganization process 
next September, both teachers and 
angry parents were reportedly 
shocked to learn of the large 
numbers of voluntary and 
involuntary wansfers. 

The issue was one of the more 
vocal topics under discussion at last 
Wednesday's school committee 
meeting. 

Committeeman James Demos 
raised the issue, saying his main 
concern was how teachers were 
notified. He said the usual practice 
is to discuss upcoming changes with 
faculty prior to any move. 

Supt. Robert Horan replied that 
the teachers being transferred were 
notified through letters hand

Shirley Callan was elected 
vice-chairman while Michael 
Thomas was voted the committee's 
new secrétary.

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delivered by building principals. 
He explained if a teacher is not 
happy with his placement and has a 
compelling reason to remain where 
he is, Horan would be glad to look 
closer at the situation, Otherwise, 
according to contract language, he 
can be transferred on an 
involuntary basis. Horan also 
maintained the transfers will 
“strengthen and accomodate” both 
old and new programs next year. 

Demos argued the changes may 
be too sudden, especially for those 
teachers who have been in one 
building for many years and built 
up a relationship with parents and 
students alike. 

"You're talking generalities; 
every case is different,” said Horan 
who felt that, philosophically, it 
may be beneficial to move staff 
every few years. 

Horan told the school committee 
and the large audience of parents 
and faculty that the transfers should 
not be looked on as an indication 
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that these teachers aren't doing 
their job. Instead, certification, 
qualifications, and experience in 
subject matter were taken into 
consideration as well as individual 
needs.

When parent James Ficociello 
pointed out "a lot of ill will"has 
been created by the action and 
teachers have been discussing the 
transfers with parents, Bridget 
Zukas said “I don't think any 
teacher needs to go through a 
parent.” She asked why teachers 
didn't contact their union 
representatives and follow the legal 
grievance process. 

In fact, at least 15 teachers slated 
to be transferred on an involuntary 
basis did just that. 

According to WTA President

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their transfers were appro- 
priate.” Joyce told the Town Crier 
individual and collective grievances 
will be filed on behalf of the 
teachers and, if pursued to its 
conclusion, the whole issue could 
result in arbitration with the state 

Labor Relations Board. 

“Personally, I'm perplexed by the 
entire situation. The transfers do 
not make educational sense,"said 
Joyce. 

It is the association's belief, 
explained Joyce, that "people were 
kept in the dark on this and there 
didn't seem to be an attempt to seek 
volunteers or seek an equitable way 
of handling the transfers 

Additionally, he said, "there 
seems to have been a callous 
disregard for seniority" and the 
action may not be in keeping with 
the teacher's contract. Joyce 
explained the contract allows that 
reasonable attempts will be made to 
keep involuntary transfers to a 
minimum, 

“If the number 60 is accurate, the 
association would be foolish to 
think that constitutes a reasonable 
effort to keep it to a minimum," 
said Joyce, who claimed the action 
would place the system in 
"jeopardy" and increase turmoil 
present since the beginning of the 
high school renovation project. 

Joyce said he plans to send a letter 
to Horan asking him to provide, in 
writing, the reason and rationale 
behind the transfers, so both sides 
can reach some agreement.

Illegal 'dump' cleaned and closed

The abandoned ink factory on

Building Commissioner George 
Nawn was given the task of

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People have been using the ink 
factory land as an illegal dumping 
ground for some time, Public 
Health Director Bill McMenimen 
last year said that he was inspecting 
the site when someone drove up and 
began throwing out bags of trash. 
Upon questioning, the violator 
admitted to McMenimen that "I've 
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been dumping here for years.” 

The Tewksbury Board of Select- 
men on Tuesday night announced 
the cost of the clean-up, but voted 
to table the issue for further 
discussion. Selectman Kelley made 
a motion to transfer the funds, but a 
motion by Selectman Coppola to 
table the issue prevailed. 

Cleaning up the illegal dumping 
ground behind the ink plant cost the 
town $4,120 and the installation of 
a fence across the front of the 
property, to keep out possible 
future violators, cost an additional 
$1,326. Nawn gave the clean-up 
job, which involved use of a 
bulldozer, to Raymond Carter of 
Woodland Drive, according to a 
letter to the selectmen and the fence 
was installed by Al Arsenault of 
Main Street.

Printing firm pays 
$25,000 penalty 


A printing firm which moved to 
Wilmington earlier this year has 
paid a $25,000 administrative 
penalty to the Massachusetts Dept. 
of Environmental Quality Engi- 
neering. 

‘Acme Printing Company moved 
from Medford to 30 Industrial 
Way, into a building formerly 
occupied by Market Forge. 

According to DEQE, Acme 
transferred its offset printing 
presses and associated air pollution 
control equipment in late January, 
and installed them at its new facility 
prior to submitting plans and speci- 
fications to DEQE, as required by 
state regulations. 

After DEQE personnel observed 
the presses in action on March 10, 
an penalty assessment notice was 
issued.

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Tech receives accreditation 


Shawsheen Tech has been 
accredited by the New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges. 

"Now that Shawsheen is 
accredited, it gives our students 
more credibility in terms of college 
application,” Guidance Director 
Bruce Perkins said. “It also allows 
us to provide and recommend 
students through the National 
Honor Society, which will be in 
place during the 1987-88 school 
year.” 

Accreditation by the New 
England Association followed 
more than a year of careful, 
in-depth study of the school, 
Perkins said. That self-evaluation is 
one of the strongest points of the 
process, Perkins asserts, 

“Internal benefits will come from 
the self-evaluation and the accredi- 
tation team's on-sight visit,” 
Perkins said. "We received con- 
crete recommendations, providing 
a blueprint for change to make 
improvements.” 

Many commendations 

Shawsheen Tech received a 
number of commendations as well. 
Perkins said areas that were cited 
included: quality of the staff and the 
dedication to the students; the high 
morale among the student body; 
and the judgement of an overall 
good facility. "We were looked 
upon by the visiting team as having 
our act together,” Perkins added. 

About 85 percent of the staff 
participated in the self-evaluation, 
noted John F. McDermott, area 
coordinator and co-chairman of the 
Evaluation Team. “Each academic 
subject area was evaluated, as well 
as the vocational shops," McDer- 
mott said. The evaluation also 
included sections on: philosophy 
and objectives; school and 
community; student activities; 
student services; school facilities; 
staff and administration; and 
emerging and unique programs. 

As staff members served together 
‘on committees, they learned about 
areas outside their own. "We had 
English interacting with diesel 
mechanics, for example,” Perkins 
said. "This was a positive effort that 
called for the whole staff to work 
together cooperatively.” The entire 
faculty also had the opportunity to 
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comment on major area reports and 
vote on the final version. 

Perkins felt another benefit of the 
report was the requirement to 
develop a statement of philosophy 
and objectives. "We had ideas, 
Perceptions, but now we have a 
philosophy through which to 
review our progress.” 

Shawsheen submitted the 
self-evaluation report to the New 
England Association. This was 
given to the 28 member visiting 
team prior to coming to Shawsheen 
for a three day on-site evaluation. 
The team, consisting of New 
England educators, was charged 
with taking a close and unbiased 
look at the school and developing a 
written report identifying strengths 
along with a series of recommen- 
dations to enhance the quality of 
education for the students enrolled, 


Most recommendations dealt with 
a need to update equipment and 
textbooks, Perkins said, “things 
we've had to cut because of fiscal 
restraints.” Expansion of the 
curriculum development process, 


another area in the recommen- 
dations, is already being addressed. 

Shawsheen is obligated to submit 
a two-year progress report. Both 
Perkins and McDermott are 
confident this will reveal an even 
stronger program at Shawsheen, 

The accreditation process was 
begun at the request of Shawsheen, 
by petitioning the New England 
Association. The New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges 
is an independent, voluntary 
non-governmental organization of 
educational institutions and is 
recognized by the U.S. Secretary of 
Education as the sole regional 
agency to award institutional accre- 
ditation to educational institutions 
in New England. Regional accredi- 
tation indicates the receiving 
institution has met standards of 
membership and complied with 
requirements for extensive evalu- 
ation and peer group review by 
association visiting committees. 
The association monitors accredi- 
ted schools and colleges to ensure 
that standards of membership are 
maintained.

Tewksbury faces a huge influx of new construction due to the 
state affordable housing laws. The town isn't necessarily 
opposed to affordable housing, but neither is there strong 

~ support for the construction of hundreds of new condo units. 

Here's the situation: 

Ten percent of Tewksbury housing units, under state law, 
must be state- or federally-subsidized affordable units. That's 
the mandate of Chapter 774 affordable housing, like it or not. 

Using the 1980 census figure of 6,642 housing units, that 

, Means the town must have 664 affordable units. With roughly a 
third of that number of units now on hand, counting the elderly 
housing complex on Livingston Street, that means the town will 
see construction of numerous affordable housing units. To make 
the math easier, let's just round off the number of affordable 
units to 450. 

Now, take a "standard" affordable housing project. This is 
most often a condominium complex, of which 25 to 40 percent 
must be subsidized to meet the state requirements. Using the best 
assumption -- that is, all future complexes will be composed of 
40 percent “affordable” units -- then a quick tap on the 
calculator shows that Tewksbury will have to allow the 
construction of 1,125 housing units (probably condos) to meet 
the 450 "affordable unit" requirement, (Forty percent of 1,125 

», is 450.) To put things in a less favorable light, those same 450 
units would call for construction of 1,800 condos, if only 25 
percent were affordable. 
And it gets worse. Much worse. 
At a meeting of the Affordable Housing Committee on 
, town planner Charles Frederiksen stated that 

» 3, ie housing units have been built in Tewksbury 

since the 1980 census was taken. So, when the 1990 census is 
taken and the figures are handed over to the state affordable 

» housing folks, a minimum of 300 additional units of affordable 

housing will be needed. Using our earlier formula of 40 percent 
affordable units, that boils down to an additional 750 condos. 

The Merrimack Meadows project, which was hotly debated 
before the Board of Appeals on Monday night, will have a total 
of 241 condo units, with a percentage of them affordable 
Looked at another way, the Merrimack Meadows development 
-- alone -- will provide only 21 percent of the town's required 
affordable housing units. More affordable housing projects are 
coming, including a rumored project on South Street. Bet on it 

Now, to look at the other side of the coin, affordable housing 
is not wrong. Far from it. The intentions of the state legislators 
who passed the law were honorable indeed. 

Few will argue that housing in Massachusetts is horrendously 
expensive. For the vast majority of young, first-time home 
buyers, and I'll include myself in that legion, a decent house is 
the stuff of dreams. With starting prices of $150,000 for even 
the simplest home, the vast majority of work-a-day young 
people realize that the American Dream is fast becoming a 
financial nightmare, Even a minimum 5 percent down payment 
requires a diligent savings program, only to be followed up with 

‘ a backbreaking 30-year mortgage. 

Just for comparison sake, a friend of mine in Utah recently 
bought a half-acre of land and built a new four-bedroom home 
with attached garage, all for under $60,000. He laughed when | 
told him he couldn't buy the garage for that price here. 

If you own your own home, try putting yourself in the shoes 
of a young homebuyer in Massachusetts today. Would you want 
to go out in today's house market, from scratch, and with lite 
in savings? Without two good incomes, forget it. The days of a 
hard-working man buying a home to shelter his wife and kids is 
history, unless he happens to be the vice president of a bank and 
pulling down better than SOK a year. 

Instead, would that young house-hunter be willing to settle for 
a brand new condo for $78,500 and a state-approved mortgage 
of 5.5 percent? Yes, indeed! 

So, affordable housing is not necessarily a bad thing. But the 
town of Tewksbury is cringing under the impending blow of 
hundreds of new condo units being built to meet the 10-percent 
affordable housing guideline. The Merrimack Meadows 
projects in only the first. There will be more. 

If the town could somehow build the affordable units without 
having to rely on profit-seeking developers, the impact would 
be far less. The town could put up a 100 percent affordable 
housing project, and fill the affordable housing requirethent all 
in one sweep. Mention has been made,:in fact, of putting 
affordable condos on state hospital land, or even converting the 
school annex on Pleasant Street into a housing complex. 

Of course, paying for such a massive undertaking is currently 
out of the question for Tewksbury. The town is worried about 
covering the bills incurred at town meeting, let alone paying for 
construction of a condo complex. Proposition 2 1/2 is becoming 
more of a noose on Tewksbury than it is a leash on taxation. 

These ideas and others will certainly be debated in the future 
as Tewksbury wrestles with the issue of affordable housing.

The basic problem with a change in how we override 
Proposition 2 1/2, as we have done here in Wilmington and 
many other communities, is that it makes it all too easy to 
go beyond the limits in spending which afford us the lower 
property tax rates which we have been able to enjoy. A 2/3 
vote has always been a sort of safety mechanism, which 
requires any override of your tax levy to be for extremely 
merited reasons, and nothing but that, The fact that a 2/3 
vote is more difficult to attain than a simple majority vote, 
is what discourages override proposals which can not be 
clearly justified before the taxpayers. Accordingly, there 
are communities such as Tewksbury which have seen many 
failed attempts at overriding 2 1/2 

Those legislators supporting Proposition 2 1/2 in its 
present state are to be complimented. As for those who are 
content with weakening the tax-cutting measure, they are 
for the most part jeopardizing a fiscal restraint’ whiclt has 
been working well for the taxpayers of Massachusetts.

Cannon told committeemen her 
group plans to hold a public 
meeting to show off other Leather's 
playgrounds and provide infor- 
mation to Wilmington citizens. The 
group's first fundraiser will be face 
painting during the Fourth of July 
celebration. Donations, she said, 
will be put on deposit in Arlington 
Trust.

the Shawsheen, only to have the 
craft keep right on going, nose 
first. Woodworth and Meehan 
began Saturday morning by taking 
a dip in the cold waters of the 
Shawsheen, but they weren't alone. 

The racers were required to leave 
the Shawsheen River four times, to 
carry their canoes around hazards 
in the river. Checkpoints were 
located at each of the four portages, 
and the first was at Ballardvale 
Street in Andover, whéte a mill 
pond on the Shawsheen ends in a 
waterfall. 

‘The first team to appear at the 
Ballardvale checkpoint was that of 
Bill Fabiano and Kevin Roache- 
ford, last year's winning team in 
the Great Race to the Sea. 

Curiously, the team of Fabiano 
and Roacheford were spotted on the 
road instead of the water. The pair 
carried their craft for a few 
hundred extra yards, hoping to gain 
a few seconds on their competitors. 
The rules didn't specify that canoes 
had to be kept in the water. As race 
official Bob Rauseo stated, racers 
could jog the entire course if they 
wished. 

A new tule for this year's Great 
Race stated that competitors who 
did not reach the confluence of the 
Shawsheen and Merrimack Rivers 
by noon would be disqualified. Of 
the 22 boats which qualified at the 
start, only 15 crossed the final 
checkpoint at the Rock Bridge in 
Newbury. 

Oddly enough, according to 
S.W.E.A.T. chief Harvey Card, no 
woman has ever crossed the finish 
line in the canoe race in the nine 
year history of the contest. One 
woman was entered in this year's 
contest, but she and her partner 
later quit. 

Fabiano and Roacheford, while 
they were in first place at the 
Ballardvale checkpoint, also quit 
the race after losing their first place 
position.

If you haven't settled yet on a 
personal hotspot for bass fishing, a 
few ponds in the Harold Parker 
State Forest in Andover might be 
worth checking out. 

I recently spent part of an after- 
noon at the Harold Parker State 
Forest HQ building where I talked 
to Angus MacPherson, a longtime 
park firefighter. Angus was nice 
enough to point out the various 
ponds on the big map painted on the 
HQ building wall, and gave me 
‘some of the history of the ponds. 

The biggest pond in the park, 
Stearns Pond, is a waste of time to 
fish, according to Angus. He said 
the pond, where the park maintains 
a swimming beach, is drained every 
year. While there may be a stray 
kibbie or pickerel caught in Stearns 
Pond, don't expect to tie into any 
rod-benders. 

Just for the record, Berry Pond, 
located just off Salem Street in 
North Andover, is stocked with 
trout, according to Angus. He also 
mentioned that Berry is one of the 
few “natural” ponds in the park. 

But when it comes to bass fishi 
the two best ponds -- hands down -- 
are Collins Pond and Field Pond, 
both easily accessible by road, 

To get to these adjacent ponds, 
take Route 125 from the 1-93 area 
and head toward Andover, a few 
miles away. Go under Route 28 and 
keep heading straight. Take a right 
at the State Police Barracks (a big 
brick building - you can't miss it). 
The road forks right at that 
intersection, and the left fork heads 
into the state forest. (There's a state 
forest sign pointing the way.) 

Head down that road until you 
find ponds on both sides of the road 
and you're there. 

To the left is Collins Pond, which 
is above the road level, and to the 
right is Field Pond. The history of 
the two ponds is rather interesting, 
especially for those in search of 
bass angling. 

According to Angus, the upper 
pond, Collins, was used as a bass 
nursery, back when the state used to 
stock bass in area waters, When the 
fry were deemed big enough for 
shipment to other lakes and ponds, 
they were sent down a chute to be 
sorted by size. The sorting tanks 
are still in place, though long out of 
service, and sit beside a half- 

building by the side of the 
road between the two ponds, 

Angus said that any bass not 
shipped out made their way into 
Field Pond, across the road. When 
I stopped by on Friday, three guys 
were having a ball pulling small 
bass out of Field Pond, fishing right 
from the roadside. Local bass- 
chaser Bob Iverson said Field Pond 
is one of his old standbys, and it's 
easy to see why. 

There are indeed line-snapping 
bass in Field Pond. Angus said his 
Son-in-law recently caught an 8- 
Plus-pounder out of Field Pond, 
and said there should be equally 
heavy fish up above in Collins 
Pond. 


While Collins Pond is smaller 
than Field Pond, don't believe it 
doesn't hold fish, Big surprises are 
often found in small puddles.

A check for $5,000 was 
Presented to Powers by 
Franklin Salisbury, president of 
the National Foundation for 
Cancer Research. “Last year 
the NFCR Sweepstakes 
Program was responsible for 
securing over one million 
dollars in contributions from 
Americans concerned about the 
devastation caused by cancer,” 
Salisbury reported. “These 
funds provided needed support 
for many of our research 
Projects, including Dr. 
Dvorak’s.”’ Participation in the 
sweepstakes did not require a 
contribution. 


Dr. Dvorak is studying 


tumors for clues to what causes 
cancer to spread so quickly. 
Tumors only cause trouble by 
virtue of their rapid growth. A 
tumor whose growth is 
restricted can be cured in the 
vast majority of cases. Dr. 
Dvorak’s basic idea is to cut the 
“lifeline” of the tumor and 
starve it to death. 
A private, 
organization located in 
Bethesda, Md., the NFCR 
supports cancer research at the 
cellular level. It has allocated 
over $50 million to cancer 
research over the last 10 years. 
Currently, 48 scientists from 
around the globe, including 
three Nobel laureates, are 
project directors for the NFCR. 
Susan Powers has her own 
thoughts on the subject: “I 
think it’s very appropriate that 
a future teacher of scientists 
should win this sweepstakes.”

History of Woburn 


A look at her most famous people 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


Like Adam's Eve — students 
of Woburn history must always 
come down at lasi to the 
question of the apple. 

But — unlike the story of the 
early failings of the biblical 
mother of mankind — the 19th- 
century history of Woburn, 
mother of Burlington, 
Wilmington and Winchester, 
involves more than one man. 

At least two, in fact, 
unquestionably loom larger 
than life in Woburn’s history, 
along with one red-letter event. 

And that cardinal event — 
establishment of the Middlesex 
Canal in 1803 — happens to 
involve the same man who, 
incidentally, saw, plucked and 
ate the apple — and decided it 
‘was good. 

But the apple — or apples, 
actually — though an in- 
teresting footnote to history, 
might arguably take a back seat 
to Loammi Baldwin’s other 
local achievements. 

The North Woburn native, 
best remembered as a student 
and cultivator of fruit, ac- 
cording to Encyclopedia 
Americana, was the first 
grower of three apple varieties: 
the Baldwin, the Woodpecker 
and the Steele’s Red Winter. 

Baldwin also produced a 

esake: his son Loammi, a 
civil engineer, who has 

been described as the ‘Father 
of American Civil 
Engineering.” But his most 
notable achievement may well 
have been the Middlesex Canal 
— whose vestiges from 


Chelmsford to the Charles 
River are scant but still visible 
today. 
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Established in 1793 as “a 
corporation forever,”’ the group 
later known as the Proprietors 
of the Middlesex Canal first 
intended to carry the canal only 
from the waters of the 
Merrimac River in Chelmsford 
through Billerica, Wilmington 
and Woburn (including present- 
day Winchester) to the Mystic 
River in Medford. 

Subsequent acts allowed the 
corporation to continue the 
canal to the Charles River, 
thereby opening boat com- 
munication with Boston, and to 
“demand forever a toll of one- 
sixteenth of a dollar per mile” 
for every ton of goods conveyed 
in boats and every ton of timber 
floated on rafts.” 

“The water from the canal,” 
according to Burlington 
historian Ed Fogelberg, “came 
from the Concord River at 
Billerica Mill Pond where the 
summit of the canal was 107 feet 
above tidewater at Boston 22 
miles distant and 27 feet above 
the Merrimac six miles to the 
north, 

“There were 20 locks, eight 
aqueducts, and 48 bridges as 
well as the necessary gates, 
culverts, sluice-ways and 
holding basins in its 28-mile 
length. The locks were 10 to 12 
feet wide and all were long 
enough to accommodate canal 
boats fully 75 feet long. 

“The most impressive piece of 
engineering in its construction 
was the aqueduct built to carry 
the water over the Shawsheen 
River. This structure which 
carried the boats 30 to 35 feet 
above the river level was 
originally 188 feet long resting 
on two abutments and three or 
more central piers. Sometime 
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onan 


about 1830 this span was 
reduced by fill but even so it 
must have been a thrill for the 
boatmen to cross 

“Also, a great amount of 
engineering skill was needed to 
construct the locks in Woburn

“The chief engineer and the 
man most responsible for the 
undertaking was Colonel 
Loammi Baldwin of Woburn. He 
began laying out the route of the 
canal in 1794 ... (and) saw his 
dream completed in 1803 when 
the canal became navigable for 
its entire length... 

“The labor needed to dig the 
canal, blast away rock, and 
construct the aqueducts and 
locks was often very hard to 
come by ... And inexperienced 
men trying to use powder to 
blast away ledge found the job 
hazardous. One supervisor's 
report concerning an un- 
successful blast read: ‘One run 
off, the other blown up.’ ” 

The first boats ran on the 
Middlesex Canal in 1803, ac- 
cording to Parker Converse in 
his “Legends of Woburn” 
(1898) : 

“Until then, no easy, cheap, 
inland way ... for conveyance of 
bulky goods existed between the 
interior and the seaboard. 
Before, freight was conveyed by 
covered baggage-wagons 
drawn by horses, and lumber by 
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of obtaining bark (source of 
tannin) from new sources.. 

“At Lake Innitou, or Horn 
Pond, that long, sharp descent 
presented the greatest 
engineering difficulties on the 
route. The only way to over- 
come the problems was to 
establish a series of three 
double locks, to raise and lower 
the level of water.’” 

Converse provides a detailed 
and pleasant picture of the 
canal in its heyday. Most of the 
barges for conveying goods 
were towed by slow-trotting 
horses — he relates — and all 
the craft carried long tin horns 
which the boatmen blew when 
approaching a lock. 

The boats were long, flat- 
bottomed scows with square 
ends, according to Converse, 
“steered by a broad bladed-oar 
running out into the water quite 
a distance astern, and carried 
heavy loads of miscellaneous 
goods, covered with canvas in 
stormy weather... 

“The canal abounded with 
fish, pickerel, hornpouts, 
breams and eels, its banks with 
game. Its waters being almost 
milk-warm in Summer, while 
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the sweepstakes. On the left is Dr. Harold 
Dvorak. a leading cancer scientist whose 
research is funded by the NFCR.

They were even 
in alphabetical order! 
Fol an ition, the 
election was upheld, and 
Johnson was deciated the of- 
ficial winner. According to a 
Johnson aide, that type of 
election activity was a common 
occurrence in Texas at that 
time. In fact, Johnson had lost a 
bid for the Senate seven years 
earlier under similar suspicious 
circumstances. On the night of 
the election, Johnson was ahead 
by 5,000 votes. The next day he 
discovered he’s lost the election 
by over 10,000 votes! One final 
point about the 1948 election: 
one of those ‘‘suspicious’’ votes 
which turned up suddenly 
belonged to William F. Buckley, 
Jr.'s grandfather, who died in

Sandrof’s commentary, 
by the way, though tantalizingly 
brief, is enhanced by 
reproduction of wood- 
engravings, drawn in 1840 by 
J.W. Barber. The other major 
late 18th and early 19th century 
giant on the local historical 
landscape is Woburn native 
Benjamin Thompson, a truly 
international figure, possible 
traitor, British loyalist, 
scientist, and later Count of the 
Holy Roman Empire.

“In 1770 Benjamin got a job 
teaching school in Concord, 
N.H., then called Rumford, and 
there ... married the widow of 
Col. Benjamin Rolfe ... There he 
also met Gov. Wentworth ... At 
the beginning of the war, when 
Gov. Wentworth declared his 
loyalty to the crown, Thompson 
was tarred with the same 
Political bent.

So he left town, went to 
Boston, and later carried

returned to America as a 
calvary officer when the war 
was almost over and came to 
New York, formed the King’s 
American Dragoons. He 
returned to England — without 
ever seeing his wife of his native 
New England. 

Later entering the service of 
the Elector of Bavaria, 
Thompson was created a Count 
of the Holy Roman Empire in 
1791, choosing the title of 
Rumford in memory of his 
wife's home town. 

His scientific experiments, 
Fogelberg reports, involved 
experiments with such 
divergent items as the explosive 
force of gunpowder, signalling 
at sea and cooking. He founded 
the Royal Institution in England 
and, in 1816, the Rumford 
professorship of chemistry at 
Harvard. 

Woburn, early described as a 
“shaggy wilderness,” and first 
rough-carved as home for a 
small group of settlers from 
Charlestown in the 1640s, has 
provided novelists, poets, 
engineers and scientists — as 
well as producing and har- 
boring or rejecting men and 
women who stood or suffered 
for their consciences, from 
Puritans to Anabaptists, 
American patriots, British 
loyalists and abolitionists. 

She stands now as a small, 
regional metropolis, important 
today not only for her strategic 
highway location but also as 
home to a high diversity of 
population, as well as high tech 
and other industries. 

The Middlesex Canal, forced 
into decline by the arrival of the 
railroads, may be mere ar- 
chaeological remnants — and 
the Baldwin apple may be 
seldom seen or sought. But 
memories and traces of both 
remain among the regional 
suburban and industrial land- 
scape — along with other rich 
vestiges of more than three 
fertile centuries of local history 
— of people and buildings, pains 
and joys, legends and real-life 
events.

Solar energy and the 
utilization of solar energy in 
1987 brings out a ‘‘so-what" 
reaction from homeowners.

Yet for fully 50 percent of the 
people who have recently 
contracted for home im- 
provement work, the process 
has been costly and 
aggravating. Disputes with

Contractors obtain a large 
initial deposit and early 
payments from the client, work 
hard to begin the project, and 
then slack off before the work is 


ASHI recommends that, in 
order to avoid problems 
associated with rehab work, 
homeowners consult a 
professional home inspector 
before, during and after the job. 
Having an inspector there is the 
equivalent of getting a second 
medical opinion. When a change 
of construction plans or 
materials is called for, the in- 
spector will help to determine 
whether the extra costs and 
work are necessary and 
correct. Even an experienced 
homeowner, knowledgeable in 
home construction, can benefit 
from the impartial expertise of 
a home inspector, particularly i 
a dispute with the contractor 
goes to litigation. Many in- 
spectors serve as expert wit- 
nesses for their clients, whether 
in pre-trial settlement 
negotiations or in the cour- 
troom. 

The average fee for such an 
inspection schedule is ap- 
proximately $1,000, r about two 


to three percent of the typical 
$50,000 — $75,000 rehab cost. 
This s money well Lage gd jes 
provides the consumer 
assurance that there ill be a 
knowledgeable third party 
watching out exclusively for 
their nterests. 

It is essential that the in- 
spector be an experienced 
professional, ithout any com- 
mercial affiliations that might 
create a conflict of interest, uch 
as real estate sales or home 
repairs. Members of the 
American Society of ome In- 
spectors are thoroughly 
professional, and must adh to 
the rganization’s Standards of 
Practice and its strict Code of 
Ethics.
